October 31 is the last day upon which foals of 
1957 may be registered with The Jockey Club at 
the minimum fee of $20.00. 

The JcKkey Club’s Rule 2A regarding the 
registration of foals follows: 

The fee to register a foal is $20.00, but this 
amount must be paid by October 31 of the 
year of the foal’s birth. 

After October 31 of the year of birth 
fees increase as follows: 

From November 1 to December 31 of the 
year of birth—$40.00. 

From January 1 to December 31 of the 
yearling year—$100.00. 

From January 1 to December 31 of the 
two-year-old year—$200.00; with an ad¬ 
ditional penalty of $50.00 to name, a 
total of $250.00. 

A foal is not eligible for registration after 
January 1 of its three-year-old year.

Laurel Features 

Racing on the grass will be the keynote of 
Laurel’s fall meeting, opening October 31. Five 
stakes events scheduled during the eleven-day 
program are to be held on the infield turf course. 

Joining the $100,000 Washington, D. C. 
International on Monday, November 11 (Vet¬ 
erans’ Day), and the $20,000 added Turf Cup 
on Saturday, November 2, as a member of the 
trio of grass races will be a new stake to be 
known as the Maryland Fall Handicap. Carrying 
a purse of $25,000 added, the newcomer will be 
held on the closing day of the meet, November 
12. It will bring together horses three years old 
and over on the "about-a-mile-and-five-eighths” 
course. 

Opening festivities on Thursday, October 31, 
will be the 27th running of the Maryland Fu¬ 
turity, a $10,000-added sprint stake for two-year- 
olds foaled in Maryland. This is part of the 
Maryland Breeders’ Series held annually at 
Laurel, Pimlico and Bowie. 

The 32nd running of the Selima Stakes, one 
of the nation’s foremost races for two-year-old 
fillies, is scheduled for Saturday, November 9. 
Each year, the Selima grosses around $70,000, 
the major portion going to the winner of the 
mile-and-a-sixteenth test. 

The International, being held this year for the 
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sixth time, already has four of the world’s top 
horses on its entry list with more due to come. 
Representing the United States will be Gallant 
Man and Round Table, a pair of three-year-olds 
battling for the honor of being named "Horse of 
the Year.” The title could be decided at Laurel 
on Veterans’ Day. 

Representing Ireland will be Ballymoss, recog¬ 
nized as the champion of the British Isles, and 
carrying French hopes will be Montaval, one of 
the three top horses in that country. 

Since the International is by invitation only 
and the Selima and the Maryland Futurity are 
early closing events, only the Turf Cup and the 
Maryland Fall Handicap have a deadline for 
nominations. It is Tuesday, October 15. 

Class At Keeneland 

The excellent two-year-old. Elegante, a wean¬ 
ling sister to Royal Note, is among the 20 Thor¬ 
oughbreds included in the complete dispersal of 
Tilford L. Wilson and Carl T. Houston to be 
conducted during the Keeneland fall sale of 
breeding stock, October 28 to 30. 

Racing under the non de plume of Wilton 
Stable, Messrs. Wilson and Houston will dispose 
of five yearlings, seven broodmares, four wean¬ 
lings, three two-year-olds, and one three-year- 
old. 

In four starts. Elegante has a record of two 
wins and a second, with earnings in excess of 
$11,000. In his initial start, on August 12 at 
Washington Park, the son of De Luxe-Handy 
Lass finished second, beaten only a length. A 
week later, he scored decisively by six lengths. 
On August 24, he finished fourth by 3!4 lengths 
to Jewel’s Reward, Alhambra and Strong Ruler 
in the Washington Park Futurity. On September 
10 at Hawthorne, he was an easy winner in an 
allowance race for non-winners of two. 

The weanling sister to Royal Note is also a 
half-sister to Phar Mon, Royal Mustang, and 
Great Dream. Also, due to attract attention is a 
weanling half-sister to Elegante by *Bern- 
borough. 

Three of the yearlings to be auctioned are 
fillies and are sired by With Pleasure, Mighty 
Story and Easy Mon. The two yearling colts are 
by * Somali II and Provocative. 

The three-year-old for sale is Euphony, a 
daughter of Spy Song out of the outstanding 
producer Penroyal, dam of Royal Note, Royal 
Mustang, Phar Mon, and Great Dream. Euphony 
finished second in this year’s Coronet Stakes. 

The sale of breeding stock, conducted by the 
Breeders’ Sales Company, follows the yearling 
auctions of October 14 to 18 and 21 to 22.

CAUSE AND EFFECT: The last day of 
October will mark the return of major racing 
to Maryland after a lapse of more than five 
months and the business outlook for the im¬ 
mediate future is one of varied opinion. The 
three mile tracks enjoyed increases in wagering 
last spring and only Bowie registered a sagging 
count at the turnstiles. The minor courses, how¬ 
ever, have fared less well, causing some to fore¬ 
cast a mild recession at Laurel and Pimlico this 
autumn and winter. 

The decline at Bel Air, Timonium and 
Hagerstown was not without reason, however. 
Competition and inclement weather combined 
to exert an unfavorable effect on business. Bel 
Air, bucking Charles Town throughout its 12- 
day meeting, showed declines of 1 per cent in 
attendance and 13 per cent in wagering when 
figures were placed in juxtaposition with last 
year’s. Timonium, which followed the Har¬ 
ford County track’s session, was off 14 percent¬ 
age points in attendance and wagering fell 16 
per cent below that of 1956. Hagerstown’s bet¬ 
ting held its ground while the crowds were 9 
per cent smaller than last year’s. 

Its management fearing the worst, Cumber¬ 
land sought permission to negotiate with Marl¬ 
boro, Laurel or Bowie preparatory to facilitating 
a transfer of its 12-day meeting which opened 
September 23. Authority for the proposed 
switch was denied, however, in a ruling from 
the attorney general’s office which held that no 
"true emergency” existed at Cumberland. In 
making public the ruling, Joseph S. Kaufman, 
assistant State’s attorney general, cited the 1920 
law authorizing half-mile racing, provisions of 
which state that licensing is "an adjunct to the 
fair itself and may not operate unless in con¬ 
nection with or for the benefit of a bona fide 
fair.” 

Kaufman added: "To allow transfers for 
frivolous and unweighty reasons would defeat 
the purposes for which the licenses are granted 
and undoubtedly would make any contingency 
an emergency.’ ” 

Earlier, there had been speculation that if 
Charles Town persisted in prolonging its ex¬ 
tended meeting to conflict with Hagerstown and 
Cumberland, authority would be sought to 
transfer the latter two meetings to Marlboro, 
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where the smaller tracks patronage pool would 
be multiplied many times. 

FIREMEN S BALL: Undismayed by dimin¬ 
ished returns at Timonium, officials of the 
Maryland State Fair Agricultural Society are 
proceeding with plans for the erection of a 
$1,200,000 grandstand scheduled for completion 
June 1, 1958. The new structure will seat 4,000 
fans as compared to the 2,200-seat capacity of 
its predecessor. 

Shortly after the close of the Timonium meet¬ 
ing, fire equipment from several surrounding 
communities converged on the State fair 
grounds preparatory to the burning of the 30- 
odd-year-old wooden stand. The destruction of 
the stand was completed in a multiple-phase 
operation, with rookies of several fire companies 
holding the flames in check. 

Somber Johnny Heil, Timonium vice-presi¬ 
dent, stood by silently as the tongues of fire 
licked the paint-encrusted timbers of the old 
building. A few onlookers even professed to see 
the billowing clouds of black smoke assume the 
ghostly form of Matt Daiger, president emeritus 
of the Fair. Once, during the initial phase of the 
conflagration, the flames threatened to go out 
of control, sending firefighters scurrying for 
additional hoses. The intense heat and smoke 
fumes evicted the structure’s only tenant, a 
raccoon which had taken up quarters in the 
r(X)f of the building. 

grand ENTRANCE: While Timonium 
was destroying the old to make way for the new, 
a similar project was nearing completion at 
Laurel, where a $700,000 grandstand remodel¬ 
ing job is in progress. The entrance to the 
grandstand has been completely rebuilt and new 
floors, ceilings and rest rooms installed. Under 
the watchful eye of Vice-President and General 
Manager George H. Martin, Jr., a new lighting 
system, escalators, bank-type mutuels windows 
and new facade were installed. 

LAUREL LEAVES: While Martin was en¬ 
gaged in the rebuilding project, other track 
officers were making plans for the upcoming 
fall meeting which spans the 11 racing days 
between October 31 and November 12. 

Five stakes, highlighted by the sixth running 
of the $100,000 Washington, D. C. Interna¬ 
tional, have been carded. The Spalding Lowe

Jenkins, for two-year-olds, was dropped from 
the 1957 roster and in its place will be presented 
the new Maryland Fall Handicap. As might have 
been expected, emphasis is being placed on turf 
racing, three of the five Laurel stakes, which 
carry $185,000 in added monies, being on the 
greensward. The complete schedule follows: 

Thursday, Oct. 31—Maryland Futurity, 
$10,000, Maryland-foaled two-year-olds, six fur¬ 
longs. 

Saturday, Nov. 2—Turf Cup Stakes, $20,000, 
three-year-olds and up, IV^ miles, turf course. 

Saturday, Nov. 9—Selima Stakes, $30,000- 
added (estimated gross $70,000), two-year-old 
fillies, iVio miles. 

Monday, Nov. 11—Washington, D. C. Inter¬ 
national, $100,000, three-year-olds and up, by 
invitation only, 11/2 miles, turf course. 

Tuesday, Nov. 12—Maryland Fall Handicap, 
$25,000, three-year-olds and up, 1% miles, turf 
course. 

Prospects for the International are exceeding¬ 
ly bright, as the Schapiro-engineered race looms 
as the vehicle for the first meeting between 
Gallant Man and Round Table since the Ken¬ 
tucky Derby last May. Both three-year-olds have 
burgeoned into strong contenders for Horse of 
the Year honors since that climactic afternoon 
last May, and the International may well settle 
the hotly-disputed claim for yearly honors. Ac¬ 
ceptances have been received at Laurel from 
both Ralph Lowe, owner of the Eastern cham¬ 
pion, Gallant Man, and Travis M. Kerr, proud 


proprietor of Round Table, the toast of the 
Coast. Round Table, which finished third behind 
Iron Liege and Gallant Man on the afternoon of 
Shoemaker’s Last Stand, has been practically 
unbeatable since. 

As this is written. Gallant Man has yet to be 
tried on the turf but his connections harbor no 
fears on this score. Unlike Round Table, which 
is partial to tight, dirt tracks as well as the grass, 
Gallant Man, hero of the Belmont Stakes, takes 
’em as he finds ’em. 

Interest over the prospects of a Gallant Man- 
Round Table clash at Laurel is so great that the 
tendency is to lose sight of all other invitees. 
But early indications suggest that foreign repre¬ 
sentation in the late-season classic will be top- 
hole. The American-owned but Irish-bred Bally- 
moss, winner of the Irish Derby and English St. 
Leger, is slated to participate along with Monta- 
val, French champion which won the famed 
King George VI and Queen Elizabeth Stakes at 
Ascot in July. 

HILLTOPPING: The 1957 Maryland racing 
season will swing into its final phase at Pimlico 
on November 13 (the day following the close 
of Laurel ) and continue for 28 racing days 
through December 14. Pimlico will also close 
out the Eastern Turf year. A schedule of seven 
stakes, carrying $152,500 in added money tops 
off the late, late show. 

The Pimlico Futurity assumes added stature 
this year as it is expected to gross about 
$171,000, making it the second richest race in

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the world. Even so, the Pimlico Special, the 
nation’s first by-invitation-only race, is expected 
to press the Futurity for popular appeal. 

The Maryland Jockey Club has made a strong 
pitch for distance racing in recent years and the 
Baltimore track’s fall meeting will offer much 
to appease the folks who like to see ’em go twice 
around. The Hilltop Distance Series (six races) 
supplements the familiar Pimlico Distance 
Series for claiming horses. Public support of 
this type of racing is reflected in a six per cent 
gain in wagering over betting in events of 
shorter distance. 

The Pimlico stakes program: 

Wednesday, Nov. 13 — Pimlico Breeders’ 
Stakes, $7,500, Maryland-bred two-year-olds, 
1 Vi() miles. 

Saturday, Nov. 16—Marguerite Stakes, 
$15,000, two-year-old fillies, VIus miles. 

Saturday, Nov. 23—Pimlico Futurity, 
$50,000-added (estimated gross $171,000), 
two-year-olds, Vlia miles. 

Thursday, Nov. 28—Gallorette Stakes, 
$15,000, Fillies and mares, three and up, V/s 
miles. 

Saturday, Nov. 30—Pimlico Special, $50,000, 
three-year-olds and up, (by invitation only), 
l0i() miles. 

Saturday, Dec. 7—Exterminator Handicap, 
$10,000, three-year-olds and up, IV2 miles. 

Saturday, Dec. 14—Pimlico Cup Handicap, 
$15,000, three-year-olds and up, 2Vi<; miles. 

None of the above stakes is scheduled for 
Pimlico’s turf course, undoubtedly precluded by 
the likelihotxl of frost sealing the strip. 

Pimlico Special invitations have been ex¬ 
tended to Bold Ruler (winner of the Preakness 
over the same track and distance as the Special), 
Bardstown, Gallant Man, Round Table and 
Find. 

LINGER BY THE FIRE: Since there will 
be less than a six weeks’ hiatus between the close 
of Pimlico in December and the opening of 
Bowie on February 12, it has been decided by 
Pimlico officials to keep the track open all 
winter. This decision, coupled with the pre-set 
1958 dates as established last year by the adop¬ 
tion of a five-year plan, should strengthen ma¬ 
terially the class of horses racing at both Pimlico 
this year and Bowie next season. 

The short interim between the close of the 
1957 Maryland season and the early February 
opening promises to keep many horsemen in 
the area throughout the winter, forestalling the 
expense of large Florida shipping bills, while 
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Tiirfotos

affording trainers opportunity to freshen their 
stock. 

HUNT SET: The two-day Fair Hill meeting, 
staged for the benefit of the Elkton Union Hos¬ 
pital, was held on successive Saturdays, Sep¬ 
tember 7 and 14. The first program of six races, 
conducted under cloudy skies and over a hard, 
drought-seared course, attracted an estimated 
5,000 fans who wagered $34,934. The Septem¬ 
ber 14 program likewise was held under cloudy 
skies, the course being soft for the six events. 
A crowd guessed at 5,800 passed $37,911 
through the machines. 

Feamres of the two-day session were the 18th 
running of the Foxcatcher National Steeplechase 
and the Manly Steeplechase Handicap. The com¬ 
bined talents of the Smithwick family of Hyde, 
Maryland, accounted for the Foxcatcher, Mrs. 
Alfred J. Smithwick’s Crag completing the 
three-mile course in track-record (5:44^/5) time. 
Mrs. Smithwick’s eldest son, Paddy, national 
champion steeplechase jockey of 1956, was 
aboard. Mike Smithwick, younger brother of 
Paddy, trained the winner. 

The Manly, which used to be run at Pim¬ 
lico, was won by Mrs. Michael G. Walsh’s 
Rythminhim, named and formerly owned by 
orchestra leader, Louis Prima. The winner, a 
seven-year-old * Rhodes Scholar gelding which 
returned to winning form after suffering a frac¬ 
tured pelvis last year, came from off the pace 
to win the 14-jump event by a length under the 
guiding hand of Tommy Walsh, nephew of 
Trainer Mickey Walsh. His time for the two 
miles was 4:12, over a course termed "soft. ” 
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FALL HIGHWEIGHT, TAKE TWO: 
Brookfield Farms’ Itobe, which has earned a 
piece of the purse in each of his eight starts this 
season, accomplished the second stakes success 
of 1957 (and of his career) in winning the Fall 
Highweight Handicap at Belmont Park, Sep¬ 
tember 2. Second starting highweight at 124— 
one pound below Switch On—Itobe raced the 
six furlongs down the Widener Course in 
1 :09“/5, slower by the fraction than the time 
posted by his ill-fated stablemate, Impromptu, 
last year. 

A four-year-old son of Brookfield or Better 
Self, from the *Rustom Sirdar mare, Isgoot, 
Itobe stepped to the front at the break and never 
was headed in winning by a length. Avonwood 
Stable’s Commendation was second, W. J. Froe- 
lich’s Gay Warrior, third. 

Brookfield Farms is the nom de course of 
Baltimore clothing manufacturer, Harry Z. 
Isaacs, whose horses are trained by E. 1. Kelly, 
likewise a Baltimorean. Jockey Eldon Nelson 
was aboard Itobe in the Fall Highweight. The 
win adjusted the colt’s 1957 record to show 8 
starts, four wins, two seconds and $42,865. In 
May, Itobe accounted for the Wilmington 
Handicap at Delaware Park. 

BOARDWALK STRUT: The defection of 
Ben Lomond from the Boardwalk Handicap at 
Altantic City removed much of the appeal from 
the race, for it promised to provide a better line 
on the respective merits of this imported three- 
year-old and F. A. Piarulli’s Vertex. The latter, 
Maryland-bred son of The Rhymer-Kanace, by 
Case Ace, bowed to the Thouron colt in the 
Ventnor Turf Handicap a week or so earlier, 
but the winner’s margin was only a neck and a 
rematch was eagerly awaited by many. Ben 
Lomond was discovered to be sufering from a 
skin infection and remained in his stall as 
Vertex won under wraps. Five started, with 
Vertex topping the list at 120 pounds and being 
favored at 3 to 10. Last to begin, the Sammy 
Boulmetis-ridden three-year-old soon opened 
up, led by six going down the backstretch and 
just coasted home in 1:48%, the time being for 
a mile and an eighth. 

The Boardwalk, which was worth $17,786.25 
to Mr. Piarulli, was Vertex’s sixth start and 
fourth victory of the season. He was second in 
his two other appearances this year. At Mon¬ 
mouth Park he posted his first stakes win in the 
Choice. 

GENTLEMAN OF LEISURE. Twenty-six- 
year-old Discovery, patriarch of Sagamore, pre¬ 
mier broodmare sire, weight-carrying champion, 
and pride of the Maryland breeding industry, 
has been retired at the height of his fame. The 
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Old Gentleman’s health began to deteriorate 
during the summer, prompting Owner Alfred 
G. Vanderbilt and Farm Manager Ralph Ker- 
cheval to retire him from active duty. 

The decision was made while his finest racing 
son. Find, is having his best year—at the age of 
seven, and only shortly after a Discovery filly 
fetched $49,000, the highest price paid for a 
yearling filly at Saratoga this year. At the time 
of his retirement. Discovery stood sixth on the 
list of America’s Leading Broodmare Sires, his 
daughters having produced 49 winners of 94 
races (including one dead-heat) and $520,955 
in first monies. Included are three stakes winners 
of seven stakes. 

Find stands tenth on the list of all-time 
money winners but Discovery’s greatest fame in 
stud is as a sire of brcxxlmares. His daughters 
have produced such cracks as Native Dancer, 
Traffic Judge, Hasty Road, Bold Ruler, Bed o’ 
Roses and Plotter, the latter, recent winner of 
the Vagrancy Handicap and one of the most 
consistent fillies now racing in New York. 

During his career on the track. Discovery 
earned recognition as one of America’s greatest 
weight-carrying champions. His career spanned 
four seasons, embraced 63 starts, 27 victories, 
10 seconds, 10 thirds and earnings of $195,287. 
In the course of his campaigning from coast to 
coast, he established world records for a mile 
and an eighth and a mile and three-sixteenths. 

Discovery won at distances of from five and 
a half furlongs to a mile and a quarter under all 
track conditions. In 33 starts at four and five 
his average impost was 131 pounds. He regis¬ 
tered 10 of his 27 victories while carrying 130 
pounds or more: two he won with 130, one 
with 131, three with 132, two with 135, one 
with 136 and one with 139- 

Discovery has sired some 200 winners of 
more than $5,000,000. This season he was bred 
to seven mares; four, and possibly five, are in 
foal. 

Upon Discovery’s retirement to stud. Turf 
historian John (Salvator) Hervey saluted him 
thusly: ”He was called upon to do things that 
no other Thoroughbred ever attempted; and if 
he did not uniformly succeed, his success was 
such that the voice of detraction should be 
silent in the presence of a performer so 
transcendent.” 

Discovery was the first of many fine horses 
raced by his owner, who bought him as a two- 
year-old from the late Adolphe Pons, agent for 
Walter Salmon. Discovery’s racing career was 
traced in detail in the September, 1957 issue of 
T//f/ and Sport Digest. 
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Vast improvements are being made at Laurel for the October 31 opening. Much 
work is being done to brighten up the grandstand area for benefit of the two-dollar bettors. 

THE WORKMATE THAT MADE GOOD: 


Another fine runner to bear the famed cerise- 
and-white diamonds of A. G. Vanderbilt has 
come to the end of the road: Social Outcast, 
leading money-winning Maryland-bred of all 
time. Social Outcast, a star member of Saga¬ 
more’s golden crop of 1950 (which included 
Native Dancer and Find), was preparing for a 
comeback when he injured himself August 7 
while galloping on the beach at Del Mar. The 
Shut Out-Pansy gelding accompanied the Van¬ 
derbilt string to the West Coast last spring with 
the Sunset Handicap, a 13-furlong test which 
he had won in 1955, as his objective. Trainer 
Bill Winfrey was unable to bring the old fellow 
up to the race but Find, which likes the first 
mile best, went in the race as a substitute and 
won. Find had opened the Hollywood Park 
meeting with a victory in the six-furlong 
Premiere Handicap. 

Social Outcast’s injury has been diagnosed as 
severely strained ligaments and muscles of the 
left hind leg. 

As a two-year-old. Social Outcast won the 
Remsen Handicap. Hidden in the shadow of his 
famous stablemate. Native Dancer, he failed to 
win at three, having gone wrong in the Ken¬ 
tucky Derby. At four, he won the Rhode Island 


and Narragansett Specials and the Gallant Fox 
and Whitney Handicaps. At five, he won the 
McLennan, John B. Campbell Memorial, Tren¬ 
ton, Sunset, Manhattan, and Saratoga Handicaps 
and the Lincoln Special. In addition he placed in 
12 other stakes. 

Social Outcast last raced March 10, 1956 
when he finished fourth to Bobby BrtKato in 
the San Juan Capistrano Handicap at Santa 
Anita. During a career heightened by thrilling 
stretch rushes. Social Outcast won 18 of 58 
starts and $668,300, placing him ninth on the 
list of leading money winners. He retires as the 
second leading money-winning gelding of all 
time. 

RAKING THE SHEDROW: Conty Bay, an 
eight-year-old dark bay horse by Lochinvar- 
Cicatrice, by War Hero, bred at the Darlington, 
Md., farm of the late Vaughn Flannery, recently 
entered the ranks of $100,000 winners. Hun¬ 
dred-grand earners are commonplace these days, 
but it still is a notable achievement when a 
horse makes the grade without benefit of a stakes 
events, the eight-year-old has started (through 
September 24) 122 times, posted 30 victories, 
18 seconds, 21 thirds and $101,050. Victory in 
placing. Racing mostly in cheaper claiming 
a $5,000 claiming event at Belmont Park, Sep- 
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tember 14, pushed him over the top. . . . Syndi¬ 
cated Occupy, sire of Dance Card and Bridge- 
work, stands sixteenth on the list of leading 
juvenile sires. Through September 11, Occupy, 
which stands at Country Life Farm, had out five 
winners of nine races, including two stakes 
winners of two stakes and $42,744 in first 
monies. . . . * River War was credited with his 
first winner when his son, Mr. Courage, won a 
maiden race at Rockingham Park, August 22. 

. . . Donald B. Schmeck’s stakes-winning Mary¬ 
land-bred mare, Jimminetty, is sidelined with 
cracked sesamoids. An attempt will be made to 
return her to training at a later date. . . . Doug 
Small has Bronze Cloud, winner of 13 of his 
18 races in England, training well for Laurel’s 
turf events. . . . The performances of Milady 
Dares on Jersey tracks have drawn attention to 
Mrs. Walter A. Edgar’s young sire. Prince Dare, 
which stands at Woodlawn Farm, Ellicott City. 

. . . Modan Stable’s Stratmat, Maryland-bred 
winner of a division of the Lamplighter Handi¬ 
cap, has been operated on for a cracked sesamoid 
at the University of Pennsylvania and is turned 
out at Woodland Farm, Red Bank, N. J. . . . 
Half-interest in Vertex, Choice and Boardwalk 
winner, has been purchased by Joseph Brunetti, 
Maywood, N. J. contractor. . . . Through the 
first eight months of 1957, Bernie P. Bond had 
saddled 6l winners to place him sixth on the list 
of leading trainers in the nation.

Pimlico Presents 

Plans for the richest schedule of stakes, dis¬ 
tance features and overnight races in the 87-year 
history of Pimlico have been announced by 
Executive Director Louis Pondfield. Pimlico 
closes out the 1957 Maryland and Eastern racing 
season with a 28-day meeting from November 
13 through December 14. 

Seven stakes races, carrying an added-money 
value of $152,500, will be down for decision. 
The value of one of these, the Pimlico Futurity, 
represents a 100 per cent increase in added 
money to $50,000. This, plus nomination and 
eligibility fees, will make it gross an estimated 
$171,740, second richest race in the world this 
year. 

The daily purse distribution for the early part 
of the Pimlico season has been scheduled at 
$28,025. The track’s highly-popular distance 
racing program also will be extended to include 
a series of six races for horses which like to 
travel marathon distances. 

Wagering figures from Pimlico’s last autumn 
meeting showed the fans preferred the longer 
races by a margin of six per cent. 

The Pimlico Futurity will be run on Saturday, 
November 23, as the season’s final championship 
event for two-year-olds. The other major attrac¬ 
tion of the meeting will be the historic $50,000 
Pimlico Special, which was the nation’s first 
invitational race. 

Horses under consideration for invitations to 
this weight-for-age fixture include Swoon’s Son, 
Bold Ruler, Bardstown, Gallant Man, Find and 
Round Table. 

Completing the stakes for other Saturday pro¬ 
grams are the $15,000 Marguerite, sister race to 
the Futurity, on November 16, the $10,000 
Exterminator Handicap on December 7 for 
older horses, and the $15,000 Pimlico Cup on 
closing day, December 14, a marathon of 
2 -l/l6 th miles. 

In addition, there will be a special Thanks¬ 
giving Day program on November 28 high¬ 
lighted by the $15,000 Gallorette Stakes. The 
meeting opens on November 13 with the run¬ 
ning of the $7,500 Pimlico Breeders Stakes for 
horses foaled in Maryland.

'Chase Betting Sets New Marks 

Figures compiled by the United Hunts Racing 
Association, up to September 1, indicate that 
racing over the hedges is having the most suc¬ 
cessful year in the history of the sport. 

Statistics, which include meetings at Dela¬ 
ware, Monmouth and Saratoga racetracks, show^ 
that pari-mutuel handles on jumping races are 
up 12 per cent over last year’s figures, with 
$4,928,613 having been bet so far this year as 
opposed to $4,409,813 for the same three meet¬ 
ings last year. The flat-track handle for these 
meetings shows a rise of 3.5 per cent. 

Monmouth Park enjoyed the greatest increase, 
with the public wagering 20 per cent more on 
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jumping races this year than in 1956. The handle 
at E^laware rose 4.7 per cent on the up-and-over 
sport while flat-track figures there showed a 
decline of four per cent. At Saratoga the handle 
on jumpers was 7.3 per cent higher this year. 

A major cause of the increased public interest 
is the consistency of form in jumping races. In 
the three meetings held thus far, 44 per cent of 
the favorites have won in through-the-field 
racing as compared with 32 per cent for flat 
performers. 

In-the-money figures show public choices fin¬ 
ishing either first, second or third 76 per cent 
of the time in jumping races, while flat-track 
statistics point out that 68 per cent of the latter 
type horses finished in the money.

Pimlico Hall of Fame 

Three race riders of different eras — Ted 
Atkinson, Walter Miller and Raymond (Sonny) 
Workman—are winners of the third annual 
election of the National Jockeys Hall of Fame. 

The 41-year old Atkinson, enjoying one of 
his most successful seasons on the New York 
circuit, won by an overwhelming margin from 
two other active jockeys being considered. 

Workman, king of the jockeys in the late 
1930’s, led the balloting among seven inactive 
riders eligible, while Miller edged out Laverne 
Fator by six votes for the other position open 
to oldtime riders. Edward H. (Snapper) Garri¬ 
son was a near fourth. 

More than 500 sports broadcasters and writers 
from coast to coast submitted ballots for the 
election conducted by Pimlico Race Course 
which underwrites and maintains the National 
Jockeys Hall of Fame as a permanent racing 
shrine. The official results were announced by 
Louis Pondfield, chairman and founder of the 
institution. 

The three winners thus join six jockeys pre¬ 
viously elected to the Hall of Fame since its 
opening in 1955. Already enshrined are Eddie 
Arcaro, Johnny Longden, Isaac Murphy, Earl 
Sande, Tod Sloan and George (The Iceman) 
Woolf. Three are elected each year. 

This is Atkinson’s 20th year as a jtxkey. 
Through August 31, he had ridden 3,583 win¬ 
ners as a result of more than 21,000 rides. His 
mounts have won over $16,000,000 in purses. 
Born in Toronto, Canada in 1916, Atkinson con¬ 
siders his greatest mount to have been Tom 
Fool, owned by the famous Greentree Stable for 
whom Ted has been contract jockey since 1946. 

Workman, now a successful businessman in 
Washington, D. C, had 5,751 mounts and rode 
1,152 winners from 1936 through 1940 when 
he voluntarily retired. He had the best winning 
percentage of any American jockey four times 
in the 1930’s and he was thrice the leading 
money-winning rider. Born in Hoboken, N. J., 
in 1909, Workman’s most famous mount was 
C. V. Whitney’s Equipoise though he also 
piloted the crack mare Top Flight. 

Miller is the oldest of the new Hall of Fame 
members. Born in New York City in 1890, he 
was just 16 in 1906 when he set a world record 
of 388 winners in a single season, the first time 
any rider had scored more than 300 wins in a 
year. The record stood until 1952. Miller nearly 
repeated his remarkable feat in 1907 when he 
rode 334 winners, but a year later he was forced 
out of the sport by rapidly increasing weight. 

Miller suffered a severe illness in 1945 and is 


now confined to a hospital in New York. Atkin¬ 
son and Workman are expected to be on hand 
during Pimlico’s autumn meeting from Novem¬ 
ber 13 through December 14 when official in¬ 
stallation ceremonies will be held along with an 
unveiling of their oil portraits in the Hall of 
Fame’s permanent gallery. 

Montaval In International 

Gaining another champion, Laurel Race 
Course has announced that Montaval, winner of 
the famed King George VI and Queen Elizabeth 
Stakes at Ascot in July, will represent France in 
the $100,000 Washington, D. C. International 
race on November 11. 

Montaval’s entry brings the field for the mile- 
and-a-half invitational grass classic to four. 
Already accepting invitations have been Ralph 
Lowe for Gallant Man, Travis M. Kerr for 
Round Table and John McShain for Ballymoss. 

With Gallant Man and Round Table, two of 
the nation’s top horses, as members of the field, 
the International could well settle the "Horse 
of the Year” question. Ballymoss, hero of the 
Irish Derby and second in the English Derby, 
recently won the English St. Leger at Doncaster 
to become the No. 1 horse in the British Isles. 

Although his three-year racing record boasts 
of a score of victories in his native France, 
Montaval ran the two best races of his career 
in England. As a three-year-old last season, the 
bay colt by Norseman-Ballynash by *Nasrullah, 
missed winning the English Derby by a head 
from Lavandin. 

This year he won the King George VI and 
Queen Elizabeth Stakes, run under the same con¬ 
ditions as the Laurel International (mile and a 
half, scale weights). First held in 1951 in con¬ 
junction with the Festival of Britain, the Ascot 
event has become England’s richest race with 
Montaval earning in excess of $64,000 last July. 

Montaval was bred in France by Ralph Strass- 
burger, who sent Worden II to Laurel to win the 
1953 International. The four-year-old raced in 
Strassburger’s silks until a few weeks ago when 
he was purchased by the Earl of Harrington, of 
Patrickswell, County Limerick, Ireland, who ac¬ 
cepted Laurel President John Schapiro’s invita¬ 
tion recently. 

At the moment, the horse is being trained in 
France by Phillipe Lallie for his engagement at 
Laurel on November 11. Freddie Palmer, the 
French riding star who was at Laurel in 1955 
with Mahan, also owned by Strassburger at the 
time, has been handling Montaval in most of 
his victories, but previous engagements may 
prevent his coming to Laurel with the colt. 
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Pimlico Futurity 

The value of the 1957 Pimlico Futurity was 
increased to $153,740 when the owners of 122 
colts and fillies made the final eligibility pay¬ 
ment to the two-year-old race which will be run 
at Pimlico on Saturday, November 23. 

The Futurity thus becomes the richest race 
ever scheduled in Maryland with the prospect 
that it will be the second richest race in the 
world after a $1,500 starting fee has been paid 
for each of the entrants. 

A dozen starters would increase the overall 
value of the autumn classic to $171,740 with a 
lush $123,382 to the winner, $22,174 to the 
second horse, $14,130 for third and $5,543 for 
fourth. Previous richest race run in Maryland 
was also at Pimlico, when a gross purse of 
the 1954 Preakness was $140,150. 

The Pimlico Futurity was the nation’s most 
lucrative race when it was inaugurated in 1921 
with Morvich taking down first prize of $42,750. 
Despite the intervening depression years, the 
Futurity never was worth less than $25,000 to 
the winner. The event’s previous highest purse 
was in 1956 when John A. Morris’ Missile col¬ 
lected $71,235 first money from a gross purse 
of $82,605. 

Included in the 122 eligibles are seven juve¬ 
niles which have already won 11 stakes this year. 
They are headed by Fred W. Hooper’s Alham¬ 
bra, winner of the Primer, Hyde Park, Prairie 
State and George Woolf Memorial Stakes in 
addition to one other race. Alhambra also won 
the Arlington Futurity, but was disqualified in 
the celebrated case of the foul committed by his 
stablemate, Olymar. 

The only time Alhambra failed to finish first 
was in the recent $144,550 Washington Fu¬ 
turity in which he was beaten by Maine Chance 
Farm’s Jewel’s Reward, another nominee to the 
Pimlico Futurity. Jewel’s Reward also has won 
the Tremont and Cowdin. Another stakes win¬ 
ner among the eligibles is the Canadian-owned 
Silver Ship, winner of the Victoria and Summer 
Stakes north of the border. 

Other Futurity candidates which have already 
registered in stakes company are Fleet Nasrullah, 
Jester, Music Man Fox and Plion. Other well- 
bred and highly-regarded two-year-olds being 
pointed for the Pimlico Futurity are Calumet 
Farm’s Kentucky Pride and Greentree Stable’s 
Prank. Jester recently won the Belmont Fu¬ 
turity. 

The Llangollen Farm of Mrs. Richard E. Lunn 
has the most Futurity eligibles with seven, 
followed by Maine Chance Farm and C. V. 
Whitney with six each.

Recent History 

American Race Horses, 1956, Joe Estes, A. S. 

Barnes Co., N.Y., 324 pps., ill., $3.00. Anter- 

ica/n Race Horses has been published annually 
for about 20 seasons. It gives detailed accounts of 
the activities of a limited number of leading 
Thoroughbreds of each year. It has been the work 
of one man and a huge task it was. The latest 
edition covers more horses, but more men were 
engiiged in the making. 

Historian-in-chief Joe Estes selected a capable 
staff to aid in the work. On the title page the as¬ 
sociates are listed as “and others.” Their names 
are revealed in Mr. Estes’ "Foreword” as Warren 
Schweder, Dan M. Bowmar III and Art Baumohl, 
all of The Blood-Horse staff. 

As with earlier issues, the text of American 
Race Horses 1936 is lively and interesting, and 
neatly avoids the two traps so many historians 
fall into dull chronology and mushy sentimen¬ 
talism. 

The highest compliment that can be paid the 
current volume is to say that it is "up to stand¬ 
ard.” 

Tile regular edition is cloth-bound. A few, 
bound in leather, are available at $25.—M. M. 
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Gentleness Does It 

County-Fair Colt, by Jim Scott, Coward Mc¬ 
Cann, Inc., N. Y., 253 pps., $5.00. Ted E>aw- 
son, small, wiry, and full of spirit, starts as an 
apprentice jockey under the skillful training of 
Eagle Johnson and ends up one of the youngest 
and most successful jockeys on the West Coast. 

John Silver, Eagle’s new purchase, is a handful 
of horse, and he doesn’t take to Ted or anyone 
around the shed row. His head is high and proud 
and his eyes flash and nostrils flare when there 
is no reason for it. Only a brave man would go 
into his stall, filled with snapping teeth and rest¬ 
less hoofs. 

Although Eagle knows all there is to know 
about horses, Ted is the only one who can be¬ 
gin to manage Silver. Believing Silver’s bad 
temper and distruot of men stem from former 
mistreatment, Ted works over him and slowly 
wins his confidence. Rubbing him down, talking 
to him, walking him around, Ted becomes con¬ 
vinced of his good qualities. 

In his spare time, Ted sits astride a bale of 
hay riding future races over and over in his 
mind, planning the turns, trying to gauge Silver’s 
stride to the track, learning the science of racing 
by heart. 

Finally the night comes when Ted slips onto 


Silver’s back and in the quiet of the evening 
takes him around the race track. The prelimi¬ 
nary races go well and from there Silver is 
shipped by boat down the coast where the train¬ 
ing of both horse and boy is crowned in glory 
in the great race at Santa Rita. 

Author Jim Scott, writing for the Berkeley 
Daily Gazette, covers most of the racing events 
on the West Coast, as well as other major sport¬ 
ing events. A sportsman himself, Mr. Scott 
wanted to write a book about racing from behind 
the scenes, the side of racing not seen by the 
spectator. The idea occurred to him on a visit 
to a country-fair race track. "This early morn¬ 
ing scene at the race track appealed to the ear 
and nose, as well as the eye. I was determined 
to get it all down on paper—the bright colors, 
the excitement, the characters and animals who 
populate the track. In short, I wanted to do a 
book that would even smell like a racetrack.’

Windisch-GraetZj The Countrynum Press, 
Woodstock, Vermont. 115 pps., ill. — The 
snow-white Lipizzaner stallions of the Spanish 
Riding School are famous throughout the world. 
The breeding of these magnificent horses and 
their training for the haute ecote has been carried 
on for more than three centuries. Fostered by 
the Austrian Imperial Court from the days of 
Ferdinand I, both the stud which bred them and 
the school which trained them were able to 
survive all the wars of Europe. And today the 
stud at Fiber, near Graz, removed from Li pizza 
during the First World War, accommodates up 
to two hundred Lipizzaners in its fifteen hun¬ 
dred acres. 

This beautiful quarto volume is primarily 
devoted to the glorious collection of photographs 
taken by Princess Windisch-Graetz at Fiber and 
during the Spanish Riding School displays in 
London, Madrid, and Jerez; no lovelier photo¬ 
graphs of this wonderful breed of horses have 
ever been published. Privileged to stay on the 
stud farm, to roam the stables and pastures at 
will, she has recorded in pictures the life of the 
Lipizzaners from their first days as long-legged 
black or brown foals amid the Alpine scenery of 
Styria. Her photographs show all their grace and 
glory in these wild surroundings during the first 
three years of growth, while their coats turn 
through grey to milk-white, and then portray 
the haute ecole in pictures which remind one, 
inevitably, of the pvaintings and sculpture of cen¬ 
turies past.
